cently pui'I: '"It is my opinion
that irrigation will he the means

of doubling tlie population of every
estein State and Territory within

th r.ext ten years. Four-tenth- s

of the rm-- a of the United States,
ot irIuniijj Alaska, requires ir-

rigation. This territory includes

part of CalMotnia, Kansas, Texas,

Nebraska, Nevada, Oreiron. all of

Arizona, New Mexico, Utah, Mon-

tana, Wyondrjt and parts of Da-

kota and Washington. Through
this vat--t territory there flows a

nnniber of otreams with narrow

valleys capable of cultivation. In
th: se vallrys, settlers have t tken

tip their abode, cities have been
kuilt and now the cry is for more
ocm. The room is there, and the

only thing needed is to mke the
broad sunburned plains vie with
the valleys in irrigation. The
sentiment in favor of this method
of reclaiming land is growing strong
and I predict that ten years will
witness a revolution."
